— cession in Canyon in Yel- 
lowstone Park; Heavy 
Loot Is Taken. 


QUADRANGLE CLUB GAINS] 


Wild West Scenes Added to Col- 


lection, Now Held by Mode 
Wineman, Artist of 
Chicago. 


Butte, Mont., Aug. 24.~[Special. One lone 
highwayman today held up and robbed the 
1% passengers of eight stage coaches in Yel- 
lowatone park. He did his work in true wild 
west styie, stopping each coach within a few 
miles of Old Faithful inn, from which the 
coaches had started at several minutes’ in- 
tervals. 

From the statements of passengers it is 
estimated that approximately 62.000 in cash 
was obtained, drafts worth $10,000, and other 
paper and transportation, besides a rich haul 
in watches and jewelry. The robber escaped, 
but three troops are pursuing him, 

In all, twenty-one coaches left the upper 
Geyser basin this morning. The highway- 
man was encountered five miles further on at 
a lonely point along the banks of Spring 
creek, a tributary of the Fire river. The 
first lot of coaches, numbering seven, and 
following each other closely, passed the place 
unharmed. 

Victim Forced to Aid Him. 

As the first of the eight following came 

along the highwayman stepped from the 


dus nes and ordered the driver to halt. 


On the front seat sat B. Drew of Orlando, 
Fla., and his stepson, H. Gaskin. Mr. Drew, 
with the gun trained upon him, was ordered 
to hand over,“ which he did to the extent 
of $90. Young Gaskin was ordered to dis- 
mount and hold the man's sack. This hé did 
at the point of a gun, while the robber went 
along the eight coaches. Every driver was 
warned not to start his team, or he would 
be shot. 

In one of the other coaches Forest Stevens 
of Wilkesbarre, Pa., gave a nervous laugh, 
which seemed to enrage the bandit, and he 
was ordered to dismount and also accom- 
pany the highwayman when he got out. 

He started to go around the rig, but was 
summarily ordered to come back; and got a

eight coaches was reached the knight of 
the road remarked that he had a good mind 


to shoot him anyway, and did fire a shot 


over his head. Then both men were ordered 
back to their rig and the drivers ordered to 


move on. 


Takes Even Girls’ Candy. 

Thete eight coaches had scarcely gone 
when three more came aleng, and these were 
gone through in a like manner. In one of 
these coaches was M. L. Walker, an Okla- 
homa banker. He had $10,000 in drafts in 
his pocketbook, and tried to conceal this 
under the seat. The robber saw him and 
ordered him to bring it forward. 

Mr. Walker asked for his drafts and trans- 
portation back, but they were contemptu- 
ously thrown into the bushes, with the re- 
mark that he would have done so if he had 
not tried to hide his money. 

The last coach contained five young girls. 
The highwaymay obtained little from them, 
but stopped long, enough to appropriate some 
candy. 7 

When the last voach had passed thé robber 
took a horse belonging to the transportation 
company and fled to the hills. The robbed 
immediately set out in a hunt for aid, and the 
soldiers. encamped at the Thumb station 
were notified and a messenger was dis- 
patched to the camp of soldiers on the West 
Gallatin river at the west boundary of the 
park. The soldiers from Fort Yellowstone 
were on the road to take up the trall within 
ten minutes after news was received. 

It ig thought the bandit is heading for a 
point between Big Springs and Ashton, sta- 
tions on the Oregon Short Line's Yellowstone 
Park branch and north of Idaho Springs. 
The robber is in extremely rough country. 


Victims Protest to Government. 

At a meeting tonight of the victims held 
in the Lake hotel the following resolutions 
were passed, with the request that they be 
published: 

On the morning of Aug. 24, in Yellowstone 
park, on the road between Old Faithful inn 
and Thumb of Lake, several coaches of the 
transportation company and other vehicles, 
containing men, women, and children, were 
held up ahd robbed byahighwayman. These 
travelers were entirely defenseless, as by the 
rules of the park tourists and visitors are not 
permitted to carry weapons of offense or de- 
tense. They were insulted, struck, robbed of 
money and valuables. 

“ As this reservation has been taken from 
the public domain and placed in the sphere 
of the interior department and is professedly 
patrolled and governed by the United States 
authorities and soldiers, citizens of the Unit- 
ed States have a special claim for protection 
and defense in their peaceable passage 
through the park or transient residence 
therein. 

“The undersigned citizens and guests of 
the United States do therefore respectfully 
request James A. Garfield, secretary of the 
interior, to make a suitable investigation of 
the facts set forth above with a view to as- 
certaining whether there has been neglect of 
duty on the part of any guardians of the 
park, whether the aggrieved citizens have 
any suitable means of redress and compensa- 
tion from the government and what steps are 
necessary to insure Freater safety and de- 
fense in the future in, the Yellowstone Na- 
tional park.

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THRONG AT DOWNTOWN FIRE 


Washington Street Blaze Causes 
Blockade; $10,000 Damages. 


STREET GAR TRAFFIC STOPS. 


Gas Jet in Burnham’s Hair Goods Store 
Starts Flames. 


Thousands of persons late last night 
watched in the street while detachments of 
firemen climbed up thg five story building at 
67-69 Washington street to extinguish K blase 
that started in the wholesale hair goods es- 
tablishment of E. Burnham. Although the 
fire was readily extinguished, the damage 
wili exceed $10,000, for the blaze evidently 
had been smoldering for some time before 
the arrival of the firemen. 

The fire is thought to have started on the 
top floor from a burning gas jet. Smoke is- 
suing from a window was detected by Police- 
man Blanchfield, who sent in an alarm. When 
Chief Horan arrived a second call for as- 
sistance was sounded and soon the downtown 
streets in the vicinity of the blaze were 
crowded with firemen. 


Street Car Traffic Blocked. 

Traffic on almost all the street car lines 
was blocked. Passengers on North State 
street, Madison street, and the Armitage 
and Ogden avenue cars were forced to resort 
to other means of transportation during the 
blockade. As a result hundreds of persons 
walked for blocks before reaching cross line 


cars. 
The building, erected shortly after the Chi- 
cago fire, would have made good fuel for the 
flames, but for the prompt arrival of the 
firemen. Flames were issuing from the upper 
windows when the first of the responding 
companies arrived, and a minute later, while 
breathless thousands, many coming from the 
theaters, watched in the street below, com- 
panies of fire fighters were ordered up lad- 
ders and the fire escapes of the structure. 


Firemen Win Hard Battle. 

The blaze was fought from every point of 
vantage, whole detachments of firemen being 
ordered to the rear fire escapes, where 
streams of water could be turned through 
the windows. For a time it was feared that 
the blase would spread to other buildings in 
the vicinity, but after a hard battle Chief 
Horan’s men confined the fire to the one 
structure. 

Some of the firms in the damaged building 
are: E. Burnham, fifth floor; R. M. Johnson, 
jewelry and diamond merchants, third floor; 
Alex. Marney & Co., credit clothiers, second 
floor; Stanton & Co., groceries, first floor; 
and the Mortimer Pure Food lunchroom, 
rst floor. 

Leading a company of men Marshal Seyfer- 
lich darted up the stairs leading to the top 
floor and a minute later their retreat was cut 
off by a burst of flame that shot out behind 
them. ö 

Comrades Go to the Rescue. 

A cry went up ffom the crowd in the street 
below, but in an instant Seyferlich appeared 
at one of the front windows and shouted 
that he was safe. Despite the assurance 
Marsbal Buckley, at the head of the handful 
of men, sprang up the smoke filled stairway 
to the ald of the imperiled firemen. 

“The fire was threatening enough for a 
time, said Chief Horan, but it was only 
the werk of a few minutes before it was ex- 
tmgulshed. We arrived early or my men 
would have had a much harder fight.

The superintendent of schools says he has 
regained his health during his sojourn in 
Europe and is in fit condition to take up again 
the task of looking after the city’s educa- 
tional institutions. 

His appearance bears out his statements 
concerning the condition of his health. He 
has made friends among the Indians and 
finds the simple He up in this section 
of the country has afforded a fitting climax 
to his vacation and search for health. 


No Disagreement with Mayor. 
“T never had a quarrel with Mayor Busse 


of Chicago, as has been reported,” said Mr. 
Cooley. Much has been said that was far 
from fact concerning my retirement as the 
head of Chicago’s schools. 

„I did write out a resignation and gave it 
to President Schneider of the board of edu- 
cation. He kept it three or four days and re- 
turned it to me, Then, when I prepared to 
go abroad, I placed the resignation in the 
hands of a friend. It was understood that 
he should keep it, and if at any time the 
board of education called for it, it was to be 
presented. 

“While I was in Switzerland a reporter 
came to me and said the resignation had been 
presented and accepted. I told him that if 
that had been done it met with my approval, 
I believed, of course, that the board had 
called tor the resignation; that my friend, 
following instructions, had presented it and 
the board had accepted it. 

“Tt was some time later when I learned 
that I had been misinformed by the reporter, 
and, consequently, the matter, as I under- 
stand it, is in the same condition as it was 
before I left Chicago on my trip to Europe. 
The resignation still is in the hands of my 
friend, and he will turn it over to the board 
if it is called for. 

„My trip abroad has restored my health 
and 1 am ready to resumé work when the 
schools open. 

Coming Back Soon. 

It is not known definitely just when Mr. 
Cooley will return to his office, but it is be- 
lieved that he plans to be back in Chicago be- 
fore Sept. 1. The schools open Sept. 9 and 
there will be much for the superintendent to 
do before that date in getting ready for the 
beginning of the next year’s work.

Bryan Breaking Bargain. 

Besides, Mr. Bryan is breaking the bargain 
himself. His wa td committee is collecting 
money throughou? the state by selling ornatc 
receipts with the American flag and pictures 
of Bryan and Kern on them, and ciups are 
te be formed every member of which con- 
tributes $1 at least as a membership fee. 
The money so raised is to go to the national 
committee and the state organization cannot 
claim its third of it. . 

80 the state committee has determined to 
form an advisory committee It will be 
composed of one member from each of the 
twenty-five congressional districts and f:om 
five to ten at large, accordingly as the kind 
of men wanted can be induced to serve. It 
is recognized that an advisory committee 
of thirty or thirty-five members cannot do

This committee will, however, be expected 
to raise money, and, being raised by a body 
outside of the regular party organization, 
it stands to reason that the national commit- 
tee can make no valid claim toit. The lat- 
ter’s share will come from the efforts of the 
state committee. Frank S. Peabody of Chi- 
cago is expected to be chairman of the new 
body and its membership will be largely 
selected from democrats throughout the 
state who have a commercial! rating.

Besides this advisory committee it is 
the intention of Chairman Boeschenstein to 
name the regular subcommittees of the state 
committee at once. His idea is to get the 
state campaign started as soon as possible.

Short Time. 


Presidential Nominee Will Make 
Important Speech in Anal- 
ysis of Trusts. 
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Boston, Mass., Aug. I[speclal. Re- 
publican leaders of the New England states 
today concluded a miypina with National 
Chairman Hitchcock all told the chair-. 
man that their states will poll the usual re- 
publican‘ majorities for Taft.

To Cover All United States. 

He said that it is his purpose to cover the 
entire United States in this manner and get in 
close touch with the situation everywhere. 
The representatives of the different states 
were invited to induige in general debate of 
the New England conditions and in this man- 
ner many details of local situations were 
brought to the attention of Mr. Hitchcock. 

To a large extent, the New England lead- 
ers will bear the responsibility of carrying 
on the campaigns, for Mr. Hitchcock's time 
will be taken almost entirely in states where 
there is a large democratic vote, and particu- 
larly he desires to be free to attend, the cam- 
palgns in the western states. 


Vermont Promises Big Vote. 

In talking of the conference, Mr. Hitch- 
cock said tonight that a great many speakers 
had already been assigned to Vermont, where } 
the first election will be held, and that others | 
would be sent there as soon as they were 
available. ' The representatives of Vermont 
at the conference today expressed the belief 
that the majority for Taft this fall will be 
as large as it was four years ago for Mr. 
Roosevelt, but several of the New England 
leaders regarded this as too optimistic a view 
to take. 

Former Gov. Hill of Maine told Mr.’Hitch- 
cock that the situation is excellent in his 
state, and that the state officere and all four 
congressmen ‘would be elected by the repub- 
licans.

I— The 
Rev. George W. Painter conferred with Will- 
iam H. Taft today and gave him all the in- 
formation he had gathered respecting the 
international political situation with respect 
to China. Mr. Painter has been a Presby- 
terlan missionary at Hang Chow for thirty- 
five years.

With Mr. Bryan came Norman E. Mack, 
national chairman; Dr. P. L. Hall, vice chair- 
man; Urey Woodson, national secretary; 
Roger Sullivan of Illinois, and a number of 
others. 

The party was met at the depot by ths loca) 
committee on reception and arrangements 
headed by National Committesman Thoma 
Taggart and State Chairman Stokes Jackson. 
Mr. Kern called upon them shortly after- 
ward at the Denison hotel. AN dav the hotels 
of the city have been filling wich visitors. 

The notification meeting tomorrow will be 
held at the state fair grounds, near the 
northern limits of the city. Five hundred 
street cars will carry the crowd out and 
back. The Coliseum will atcommodate 
15,000 people and overflow meetings will be 
held if necessary.

Bryan Will Talk on Trusts. 

Speeches will be made by Theodore E. Bell 
of California, chairman of the notification 
committee; John W. Kern, Thomas E. Mar- 
shall, democratic candidate for governor of 
Indiana; and by Mr. Bryan, who will discuss 
trusts at length. Following the speeches at 
the Coiiseum the official party will be enter- 
tained at dinner at the Country club by Mr.

“It will be found on investigation,”’ said 
Mr. Conney, “that every transaction by 
Fitzgerald was legitimate. The money that 
Was put into his house, most of it, was saved 
by his wife before the robbery of the sub- | 
treasury and at the proper time they will pro- 
duce their bank books to prove it. Altogether 
Fitzgerald and his associates did not put more 
than $5,400 into this speculation in eggs.” 

The books of the commission firm will show, 
it is asserted, hat thie money was invested 
for Fitzgerald, Frank Gordon, and James 
Gordon, who live in Lake Forest. William 
H. Joyce and Patrick Joyce, both of whom 
are related to Fitzgerald, also are sald to 
have invested money in the egg transaction. 
It is asserted by Fitzgerald that only $1,000 
of his personal funds was used in the specu- . 
lation, 

Fitzgerald and his associates in June, 1907, 
bought five carloads of eggs at a time when 
they were 15. cents 4 dozen and placed them 
in cold storage with the Monarch Refriger- 
ator company to await a rise on the market. 
Fitzgerald obtained an advance of 82.60 à car 
from the cold storage people, and as the-eggs ' 
cost him $4.50 a case, he and his friends ac- 
tually had tied up in the speculation 80 cents 
a case, or 8800 a car. So for the five carloads 
he actually had to posses but $1,800 in cash. 
On this deal the ayndicate made $400. 

In April of the present year he ard some of 
these associates made another deal, pur- 
chasing ten carloads of eggs for 15 cents a 
dozen and obtaining as before an advance of 
$3.60 a case. This required a capital of $3,600, 
and as eggs were a better speculation than 
they were a year ago, the syndicate cleared 
between $2,600 and $2,800. The eggs were sold 
three weeks ago. 


Barbour Thinks Case Strong. 

The Young detective agency claims, how- 
ever, to be able to prove that Fitzgerald 
actually has used something like $31,000 in 
his business transactions since he left the 
subtreasury.

SAYS BROSSEAU RUINED HOME 


J. H. Migneron Files a List of 
Grievances Against Broker. 


TELLS OF BROKEN PROMISES. 


Says He Was Lured from Montreal by 
False Inducements, 


In a din for $50.000 damages, which 8. 
filed yesterday in the Superior court, Attor- 
ney J. H. Migneron sets forth his list of 
grievances against Z. P. Brosseau, a leader 
of the French colony in Chicago and a mem- 
ber of the board of trade. The list is long 
and brimming with French phrases. If the 
proof sustains the allegations made against 
the wealthy board of trade man Mr. Migneron 
is a most sadly abused man. 

The bill recites that Mr. Migneron is ‘a 


lawyer of twenty-two years’ practice, and 
a member of one of the best families iz 
French Canada. 

On July 1, 1908, the plaintiff states, he was 
married in Montreal to Marie Angelle E 
Denault, the marriage being performed be- 
fore Louis Bedard, a notary public. Mig- 
neron says he gave his wife §5,000 as a mar- 
riage settlement and that soon after she 
moved to Detroit. He, it appears, remained 
in Montreal. In 1904 Dame Denault,”’ az 
she is referred to in the bill, came to Chicage 
to reside with relatives. 


Lured from Montreal. 

In the spring of 1905, Migneron alleges, he 
was lured from Montreal by false promises 
on the part of Brosseau. * au promised 
to establish him in a good! practice and 
help him in every way. Migneron says he 
was induced to make this change by the 
use of occult and diabolical influences on 
the part of Brosseau. He came, but the 
promises, he claimed, never were fulfilled. 
He then goes on to state: 

Since June, 1907, the defendant, for the 
purpose of villainously obtaining Mme. De- 
nault under his nefarious influence and 
possesssion, has used all kinds of oecult and 
diabolical means to hurt the plaintiff in his 
reputation and to lower his character. 

In October, 1904, the defendant, knowing 
the plaintiff was in Canada, by keeping Mme. 
Denault under his nefarious centrol, induced 
her to visit evil places and otherwise cor- 
rupted her.“ 


Details of Wrongdoing. 

More details of the alleged wrongdoing 
are set forth. Dame Denault was an hon- 
est woman until Brosseau brought her under 
his evil eye, says Migneron. He told of the 
defendant entering e Denault’s bed- 
room in the presence of her 10 year old son. 

Much of the bill is devoted to alleged 
statements. made by Brosseau against 
Migneron's character. The defendant claims 
he has been injured in the eyes of his fellow 
countrymen by statements made by Bros- 
seau. 

For all these things Migneron declares he 
has been injured to such an extent that 850, 
000 is required to heal the wounds.

Four men of the West One Hun- 
dredth street station were near enough to 
hear the woman’s cries as she struggled with 
the robbers, but they did not arrive in time 
to head off the fugitives or definitely to 
locate either of them in the building to which 
they had been chased by the crew and pas- 
sengers from the trolley car. 

The attack first was seen by Motorman 
Thomas King of the car that killed the 
woman. He was running south in Amster- 
dam avenue under good speed, and as he 


“| neared the corner at Ninety-first street he 


saw two men struggling with a woman, one 
apparently trying to wrench from her wrist 
a small handbag and the other holding her 
with one hand over her mouth. King 
slammed on his brake, but his car had far 
too great a headway to he quickly checked. 


Woman Cries for Help. 

Meanwhile the woman, struggling bravely, 
managed to fight free enough to\shriek for 
help. She had no more than done this when 
the two thugs lifted hér bodily and threw 
her on the track just as the car came along. 
King did not yet have the car anywhere 
near under control, and the woman fell be- 
neath the fender. 

King, with his controller handle, the con- 
ductor of the car, John Meehan, and the pas- 
sengers jumped from the car and rushed first 
taghe forward end. The woman was wedged 
in against. the forward truck, and the trolley 
men realized that she must be past relief. 
Calling for the passengers to follow, they 
led the chase down Amsterdam avenue into 
Ninetieth street, where the footpads had 
raced ahead of them in the direction of Cen- 
tral park. 

One Suspect Is Caught. 

One man, however, dodged into a doorway 
next to a’saloon on the southeast corner and 
banged the door almost in the faces-of King 
and one detachment of the pursuers. The 
other man ran down Ninetieth street to the 
stable of Philip Wagener & sons, at 144, and 
turned in there, slamming the door behind 
him. Conductor Meehan and several of the 
pursuing party came up a moment later, 
forced the door, and found Dunn inside, 

Patrolmen Stanton, Schneider, and Toughy 
and Sergeant Ryan made off after the crowd 
that was rushing into Ninetieth street. 
Stanton found King hammering away vainly 
on the door of the building, where the first 
of two men had disappeared. 

Stanton made quick work of forcing the 
door, and just inside found a woman’s reti- 
cule with a broken strap. He began a room 
to room search of the place without routing 
out anything more significant than a lot of 
frightened tenants.

While Stanton was going through the flat 
house Toughy and Sergeant Ryan reached 
Wagner's stable and found Meehan and sev- 
eral of the car passengers talking to Dunn.

Before the governors met the sheets of

The representative of the company re- 
fused to comment on the source of the sud- 
den outburst of extraordinary business ac- 
tivity, saying it would be the height of im- 
propriety for the firm to give any intimation 
of tne identity of its customers. He also re- 
fused to discuss the market position of the 
house, whether on balance it had bought or 
sold. It was insisted, however, none of the 
firm’s orders had been matched orders. 

Mr. Brown is understood to have given 
a similar explanation to the governors. He 
showed them, it is said, that the firm had 
actually made deliveries of 360,000 shares of 
stocks.

Nannetti, delivered a eulogy of Mr. Croker 
during which he declared that every one 
knew that Mr. Croker had been a power in 
ruling the destines of America.“ 

He said also that Mr. Croker’s hand and 
purse always were open for the advancement 
of the cause of his fellow. countrymen in 
Ireland and that Ireland wanted many more 
such returned exiles. 


Hopes for Irish Freedom.

CHICAGOAN’S AUTO KILLS BOY 


DURING TOUR OF GERMANY. 


A. C. Bartlett and Family Flee from 
Angry Villagers, but Authorities 
Hold Chauffeur Blameless. 


DRESDEN, Aug. 24.—A. C. Bartiett of Chi- 
cago, acompanied by his wife and his daugh- 
ter, was automobiling from Karlebad to 
Dresden last Saturday when.the car ran over 
and killed a boy.8 years old in the village 
of Schmiedeberg. thirty miles from here. 
It appears thatthe boy ran suddenly in front 
of the machine from behind 4 car. 

When it became known that the child was 
dead. the villagers made a hostile demon- 
stration against the Bartletts, who took ref- 
uge in a nearby hotel. From Schmiedeberg 
Mr. Bartlett telephoned Consul General Gaff- 
ney at Dresden, who, with Deputy Consul 
General Bywater, went down to Schmied- 
eberg. They found the police and village 
authorities in session taking testimony. It 
was decided at 2 o’clock Sunday morning 
that the chauffeur, a man named Cummings,

Celebrated Soldier’s Helpmate a 
Victim of Robbers Near London. 


SHOT DOWN WHILE ON WALK 


Parts with Husband in Wood and 
Loses Life Soon After. 


| LONDON, Aug. 24.—The wife of Maj. Gen. 
Chatles Edward Luard was murdered this 


afternoon in a chimp of wood near London. 
No trace of the slayer has been found, but 
the motive apparently was robbery, val- 
uable rings having been taken from the 


woman's fingers. 

The general and his wife were about to go 
on a holiday and the general suggested that 
they walk from their residence at Ightham 
Knoll, a short distance to the golf links to 
fetch some things they needed from the club- 
house. They started at 3 o'clock, making a 
shortcut through a wood belonging to «a 
neighbor. 


Finds Wife in Pool of Blood, 


Halt way along Mra. Luard, becoming tired, 
decided to aNow her husband to proceed 
alone, she declaring her intention to return 
home. The general proceeded to the club- 
house and, having collected the things he 
went after, returned to his residence by an- 
other route. 

Finding that his wife had not reached 
home he set out in search of her, and was 
horrified to find her lying face downward 
in a pool of blood near the spot where he 
had shortly before left her in the wood. 

Some of the accounts say the body was 
lying on the balcony of a summer house 
used for picnics, while other reports etate 
that it was lying behind the summer house. 


Dog Guards Dead Mistress. 

As the general approached the spot his 
wife’s favorite terrier rushed to meet him 
and then returned, mounting guard over his 
dead mistress. 

Mrs. Luard was shot twice with a revolver. 
From the position of the body, apparently 
che faced her assailant, and he shot her at 
close quarters. The first bullet entered just 
below the left eye. The second shot seem- 
ingly was fired after the woman fell on her 
face, as the bullet entered her head behind 
her ear. 

Her hand had been pulled back and three 
rings wrenched from the fingers. Her dress 
was torn almost from the body. 


Farmhand Hears the Shots. 

The summer house is a mile from any 
dwelling. .A farmhand heard shots in that 
direction at about half past 3. 

Mrs. Luard was a tall and handsome 
woman, about 58 years of age. 

Maj. Gen. Luard is a retired officer of the 
royal engineers. He entered the army in 
1857, and was executive officer in London 
during the Fenian disturbance of 1867. He 
devised the scheme for the rearmament of 
Gibraltar. 

He founded the Society of Miniature Rifle 
Clubs in 1901 and the Patriotic society in 
1907. In 1875 he married the youngest daugh- 
ter of Thomas Hartley of Gillfoot, Cum- 


berland.

It turned out that he had ar- 
rived at Folkestone instead of Dover and he 
reached Victoria station on a special train at 
11 o'clock tonight.

BERLIN, Aug. 24.—It is reported that the 
maneuvers at Strassburg have been post- 
poned because the emperor is suffering from 
an injury to his leg. 

Confirmation of this report cannot be had 
tonight.

The Berlin newepapers publish the rumor 


with the greatest reserve, but add that the 
military band which was to play in the castle 
tonight received orders countermanding the 
earlier instructions.

THE “NEW BRYAN.” 

We are advised by the distinguished 
correspondent of the Record-Heraid that 
the democratic candidate is a new Bryan, 
interested in organization, precinct by 
precinct, up to the top; that he believes 
that he was defeated twice because his 
party was not properly organized and 
that, therefore, his fervent appeals for 
justice to the downtrodden and punish- 
ment for the oppressor were unavailing. 
Inferentially, then, the gold standard 
was established because the democratic 
machine was not up to the mark. 

At the same time we learn from the not 
less distinguished correspondent of Tun 
Trisune and friend of Mr. Bryan, Mr. 
Willis J. Abbot, that at the democratic 
conference on Saturday there sat in Mr. 
Bryen’s councils the Hon. Tom Taggart 
of Indiana and the Hon. Roger C. Sulli- 
van of Illinois, who have been read out 
of the party respectively by him and his 
friends as a keeper of a gambling joint 
and a political highwayman. The erst- 
while indignant Mr. Bryan hae forgotten 
Mr. Sullivan’s political burglary and Mr. 
Taggart’s undesirability. Nay, further, 
Mr. Bobby Burke's services have been 
graciously accepted and Mr. Fingy Con- 
ners of Buffalo, N. Y., and Mr. Oharlie 
Marphy of Tammany hall are depended 


the Empire state. 

This is the new Mr. Bryan who is ap- 
pealing to the democracy of the country, 
whose advocacy of the silver standard, 
the government ownership of trunk lines, 
and the state ownership of branch lines, 
whose excoriation of the tariff protected 
robbers of the poor reverberated from 
ocean to ocean; this ise Mr. Bryan whose 
cautious speech and reiterated demand 
that “The people shall rule” is said to 
have satisfied the once disgruntied and 
denounced wing of the organized democ- 
racy. i 
It does not seem to have satisfied dem- 
ocrats like Mr. Franklin MacVeagh, 
who proposes to support and vote for re- 
publican candidates; but then Mr. Mac- 
Veagh is addicted to belief in his prin- 
ciples. Unlike that of the leader of 
democracy, Mr. MacVeagh’s is an inde- 
pendence which compels him to vote for 
the party which represents constructive 
progress and not to vote for a party 
which omits indorsement and mention of 
those of his proclaimed policies which it 
believes inexpedient or unwise. 

It may be that we are prejudiced, but 
it would seem to us that the new Mr. 
Bryan is not “new” enough for demo- 
crats like Mr. MacVeagh. His “ new- 


ness as a statesman is not as complete 


as his “newness” as a practical politi- 
cian, prepared to do business with those 
whom he has denounced, not because 
they have differed from him on economic 
or political questions but because, as he 
said, they were morally unfit to associate 
with him and his followers. 


THE RIGHT OF WAY. 

There must be a definite rule for the 
guidance of motormen at street car eross- 
ings. Such a rule being established there 
must be strict enforcement. The unfor- 
tunate accident at Wentworth avenue 
and Twenty-sixth street Sunday after- 
noon would not have occurred had there 
been a clear understanding. 

Had the accident taken place on one 
of the lines where travel is heavy on 
Sunday the list of the wounded would 
have been far longer. The passengers on 
some of the Cottage Grove cars during 
much of the afternoon were packed like 
sardines in a box. A collision at Forty- 
third street, for instance, would have had 
frightful results. And, without a definite 
rule, understood and obeyed by every mo- 
torman, such a smashup is liable to oc- 
cur anywhere in the city at any time. 

A simple regulation, easily understood, 
would give the right of way in every 
ease to the car on the through line, the 
crosstown car following. Some rule, at 
least, should- be formulated and put into 
operation at once. 


A CHANGE OF SULTANS. 

The Moroccan situation is more com- 
plex than ever. After fourteen years of 
troubled reign Abd-el-Aziz appears to be 
down amd out. His victorious brother, 
Mulai Hafid, is in complete possession of 
the field. The sultan of record sent an 
expedition to conquer the wild tribesmen 
supporting the claimant. It was defeated 
disastrously. Some of the troops went 
over to the enemy. When the news of 
the failure reached the officeholders they 
espoused the cause of the victor, whose 
triumph seems unqualified. 

But how about the powers? What will 
they do? “The French and the Spanish 
have supported the sultan who has fied. 
The usurper has been opposed by them, 
and probably has anything but friendly 
feelings for them. The mistake they 
made in neglecting to quiet the back 
country at first is now plain. While they 
have been resting in the towns near the 
coast Mulai Hafid has been gaining ad- 
herents in the interior. Appealing to the 
sentiment for fatherland against foreign 
invaders he has been winning support on 
every hand. His decisive victory is the 
result, 

It is this attitude toward the foreigners 
that may prove the element of extreme 
difficulty in the situation. The powers 
have recognized Abd-el-Aziz. Before 
they accept Mulai Hafid the latter must 
ratify the Algeciras agreement and sig- 
mify his willingness to carry out all 
freaties with other nations. Having 
made his fight and won his victory, large- 
“Ty on an anti-European policy, he may 
not care to lose his hold upon the people 
by making any overtures to those who 
have been bis consistent enemies.

business men believe as he does that the 
legislation which Mr. Bryan favors would 
foster wildcat banking to the disadvan- 
tage of solvent banks and conservative 
bankers. The reckless bankers would 
dance and the prudent ones would have 
to pay the piper. 

The guaranteeing of deposits would, as 
the postmaster general points out, en- 
courage the speculative spirit among the 
less conservative bankers. They are held 
in restraint now by the knowledge that 
they are imperiling the money of depos- 
itore when they become venturesome. 
Remove that restraint by guaranteeing 
deposits and bankers who are inclined to 
be reckless would take mad chances and 
make hazardous investments they would 
not think of now, They would reason 
that whatever might happen their depos- 
itors would be safe at the expense of 
other banks. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Bryan is as sincere 
in his advocacy of the guarantee plan as 
he was in his advocacy of free silver. 
He thinks the one will be the salvation 
of depositors, as he thought the other 
would cure all the monetary ills that 
humanity is subject to. But when he 
was preaching free silver the business 
men of the country were arrayed against 
him. So are they with few exceptions in 
this matter of guaranteeing deposits. 
That is because they know something 
about banking and he knows singularly 
little. Mr. Bryan must be given credit 
for an earuest desire to add to the happi- 
ness of his fellow men, but, unfortunate 
ly, about all the schemes to that end 
which he originates would do more harm 
than good if put in operation. 


REGULATING BATHING BEACHES. 

That thousakds have used the bathing 
beaches during the summer is the best 
argument in their favor. The citizens 
ought to get every possible benefit from 
the great lake which lies so near at hand. 

There have been complaints about the 
beaches from one source or another. But 
these have been complaints about lack of 
proper restraints, a matter not difficult 
of rectification. There *have been occa- 
sional drownings where bathers have 
wandered too far from safety. The lake 
has its dangers as well as its pleasures. 
The need of careful watchmen at the 
bathing places is clear. 

The benefits from the bathing beaches 
far outweigh the grounds for complaint. 
They are helpful agencies in the promo- 
tion of the health of the city. But the 
experiences of this summer should be 
carefully studied in order that the dan- 
gers may be avoided next summer and the 
evil features may be checked. It ought 
to be possible to maintain these public 
conveniences in an orderly and safe way. 
The defects of 1908 should be remedied 
in 1909.

Lord Devon is at present engaged tn taking 
advantage of the Irish land act to sell to his 
tenants some 85,000 acres of his property in 
County Limerick, which have belonged to 
his family since the days of Queen Hlisa- 
beth, when the Desmonds, to whom the prop- 
erty belonged, were despoiled thereof by the 
Courtenays, of whom the earl of Devon is the 
chief. He is getting rid of everything in Lim- 
erick excepting the castle and park known 
as Newcastle West. This sale will have the 
effect of putting the earldom of Devon once 
more upon its feet in a financial sense. For 
owing to straitened circumstances, due to 
the insane extravagance of the twelfth earl, 
who was twice bankrupted, both the thir- 
teenth earl and his grandson, the present 
peer, have been compelled to rent out their 
a al homes, which include Powderham 


castle, near Exeter, and Walreddon manor, 


near Tavistock, both in Devon. 

The late earl, in fact, was dependent upon 
hie stipend as a village rector, while hia 
grandson, the present Lord Devon, after 
having served through the South African 
war, has been for a number of years past 
an inspector of the government board of 
agriculture, an office which brings him in 
about 64.000 a year in salary. He is un- 
married, 38 years of age, and sensible: For 
when his father, the late Lord Courtenay, 
died during his grandfather's lifetime, he 
declined to assume the courtesy title of 
lord,“ and continued to style himself Mr. 
Courtenay until the death of the old peer 
and his own accession to the latter’s seat in 
the house of lords left him no alternative 
but to assume the dignity of the earl of 
Devon. 

His people, and especially his father, the 
late Lord Courtenay, were put to no end of 
trouble and annoyance some years ago by the 
frauds of a swindler in this country who 
passed himeelf off every where as Lord Cour- 
tenay, and who, possessing well bred man- 
ners and an aristocratic appearance, suc~ 
ceeded in borrowing large sums from people 
who entertained him here, which they sub- 
sequently endeavored to recover from poor 
old Lord Devon—that is to say, the late earl. 


— 


The Courtenays are justly described as pos- 
sessing the bluest blood in England. They 
carry back the history of their line to a time 
when even the Howards and Neviils were un- 
known, and have intermarried with many a 
royal house. From the reign of King Robert 
of France the barons of Courtenay, a place 
about sixty miles south of Paris, were im- 
mediate vassals of the crown. The historian 
Gibbon, in the pages of whose works much 
will be found concerning them, describes 
them as having taken part in the earlier 
crusades, one of them actually conquering 
for himself a principality on the shores of 
the Euphrates, from which his gon was dis- 
possessed by the Turks. 

Reginald de Courtenay, the first to settle 
in England, had, among other issue, a daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth, upon whom he bestowed all 
his French property on her marrying Prince 
Peter of France, son of King Louis le Gros. 
Prince Peter took the name of Courtenay 
upon his marriage, and his son, marrying 
Yolande, daughter of that Baldwin, count of 
Flanders, the first of the crusader, or go- 
called Latin emperors of Constantinople, be- 
came ruler of the Byzantine empire in his 
turn, and was followed by three other Cour- 
tenay emperors before they were driven out 
of Constantinople by the Greeks and the 
dynasty of the Palaeologos established on 
the Byzantine throne in their stead. 

The son of Reginald de Courtenay, de- 
soribed above as having wedded his daughter 
to Prince Peter of France, the progenitor of 
the Latin emperors of Constantinople, was 
married by King Henry II. of England to a 
great Devonshire heiress and was created 
viscount of Devon, governor of the castle of 
Exeter, and lord of Oakhampton. The 
Hugh de Courtenay and lord of Oakhampton 
of the reign of King Edward III. was created 
earl of Devon by that monarch, and the sec- 
ond earl married a granddaughter of KRd- 
ward I., greatly distinguished himself at 
the battle of Crecy, and was one of the 
founder knights of the Order of the Garter. 
At the outbreak of the war of the roses the 
Courtenays sided with the Lancastrians. 


~~ 


The sixth earl of Devon was beheaded by 
Edward IV. after the battle of Towton. The 
seventh earl was beheaded at Salisbury, and 
the eighth earl, as well as his cousin and 
heir, fell at the battle of Tewksbury. The 
ninth earl married Catherine Plantagenet, 
daughter of King Edward IV. His son wag 
promoted to the marquisate of Exeter, but 
incurred the ill will of Henry VIIL, who 
sent him to the scaffold and attainted his 
honors. 

He left a son, Edward, who remained in 
prison throughout the reign of Edward VI., 
but who was restored to liberty and created 
earl of Devon by Queen Mary. Falling in 
love with her sister, Princess Elizabeth, and 
discovered in a conspiracy to place her upon 
the throne in the place of her sister, with 
himself ae king consort, he was consigned 

the tower, and only escaped decapitation 
through the intervention of King Philip of 
Spain, through whose influence, on the oc- 
casion of his merriage to Queen Mary, he 
was likewise restored to liberty. Mary ban- 
ished him to the continent, warning him of 
vengeance if he ever again associated with 
her enemies. Presumably he failed to com- 
ply with this injunction, for some years 
later this nobleman, whose character has 
been pretty well depicted by Tennyson in 
his Queen Mary,” was poisoned at Padua 
by agents of the English government. As 
he left no issue, the earldom of Devon was 
supposed to nave beome extinct,

But in 1881—that is to say, 275 years later 
the earldom was claimed by William Cour- 
tenay, third viscount Courtenay, of 
Powderham castie, near Exeter, on the 
ground that in the patent creating the 
earldom of Devon in 15538 by Queen Mary 
the words de corpore suo” had been, for 
some reason or another, omitted, consequent- 
ly that the inheritance of the peerage was 
not restricted to the heirs of the body of the 
nobleman upon whom the earldom had been 
bestowed, but extended to his collaterals,

To Sew On Lace.

City Clerk Compelled to Accept Money: 
Instead of Collector. : 


Inadequate accommodations for city of- 
ficials in the assessor’s building at 82 Fifth 


avenue resulted yesterday in a decision to 


send license tags by mail instead of deliver- 
ing them to purchasers at the city clerk’s 
office. 

Under the law the city collector gets the 
money for licenses and tags and the city 
clerk issues them. Ordinarily this is a com- 
fortable arrangement, but in the Fifth ave- 
nue building the stairway from the col- 
lector’s office on the second floor to the 
clerk’s office on the third floor is narrow, 
and incapable of accommodating a double 
line of people who want to pay wheel tax 
on their vehicles. 


Collector Withdraws His Men. 

Collector Magerstadt, who had placed five 
of his men in the city clerk’s office, with- 
drew them yesterday because of the risks 
which they ran in handling large sums of 
money when unprotected by cages. Simul- 
taneously City Clerk McCabe set some of 
his men to work taking in the money as well 
as issuing licenses and tags in order to get 
some relief from the congestion. 

He also sent a letter to Mr. Magerstadt 
asking for the return of the collector’s cash- 
iers, following it.by another letter to Con- 
troller Walter H. Wilson asking for auditors 
to check up the accounts of his men. 


Clerk’s ‘Force Kept Busy. 

Mr. Magerstadt, in turn, offered the use of 
part of his office for the city clerk’s force 
of license writers and issuers of tags, but 
this was deckined by Mr. McCabe on the 
ground that he could not transport his sup- 
plies downstairs. All money for the wheel, 
tax during the day was received by the city 
clerk’s office. 

This money ought to be paid to the city 
collector,” said Clerk McCabe. “I don't 
want it, but we cannot attempt running these 
people up and down stairs. I am hoping for 
some relief, because my office force had to 
work all day without stopping for lunch ex- 
cept coffee and sandwiches that were brought 
in.“ 

„There is nelief right down on this floor,“ 
said Mr. Magerstadt. I am in the position 
of having to protect my bonded cashiers and 
some of them objected to working outside 
of cages. That is all there is to the diffi- 
culty.“ 


COMPLAIN OF SERVICE ON “L.” 


West Side Residents Say Metropolitan 
Runs Two Car Trains During Rush 
Hours on Garfield Branch. 


Acting on complaints made by residents 
of the Thirty-fourth ward, Ald. Kohout yes- 
terday protested to the department of local 
transportation against the unsatisfactory 
train service on the Garfield park -branch 
of the Metropolitan Elevated railroad. City 
Traction Expert Hereley promised to in- 
vestigate the charge that the recent council 
order requiring five car trains during rush 
hours is being violated. 

Promises made by the loop officials that 
seats would be placed in position on the 
elevated platforms last Sunday were not 
kept. No cause for the delay could be found. 
Hereley will take up the matter today. 

Plans for a special street car route con- 
necting all terminal railway stations in Chi- 
cago were outlined yesterday by Bion J. 
Arnold, chairman of the. board of supervis- 
ing engineers. 

Because of the simplicity of the scheme 
and its obvious utility, traction experts ex- 
pressed the belief that such a line would 
receive heavy patronage, and the short hau! 
from one end of the line to the other was re- 
garded as added assurance that the street 
car companies would profit by its establish- 
ment. 


SAFETY DEVICE LAW UPHELD. 


Federal Court of Appeals Reverses the 
Lower Tribunal’s Decision Affect- 
ing Two Rail Systems. 


St. Louls, Mo., Aug. 24—Two sweeping 
opinions, reversing the decisions of the 
lower courts, were handed down by the 
United States Court of Appeals here today 
sustaining the position of the government 
against the railroads in the matter of the 
safety appliance law. The cases decided were 
those of the government against the Aftchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé company and the 
Denver and Rio Grande railroad company. 

By these decisions the Court of Appeals 
abrogates the common law rules of “ reason- 
able care that heretofore have governed 
and behind which the railroads sought shel- 
ter, and upholds in full the acts of congress, 
which, the opinions hold, now totally sup- 
plant the common law rules. 

The Denver and Rio Grande case was ar- 
gued before the lower court on demurrers, 
while the Santa Fé case was tried by a jury.
